Ebb and Flow of (Conflict 








IT Is CERTAIN that before the next five years have run 
their full course, the world is to experience the most 
trying time in all of human history. This observation 
is made on the strength of the utterances of the pro- 
phets of the Lord, who so clearly foresaw our day and 
described the ebb and flow of conflict in the strife for 
military, political, economic and cultural domination 
of the world which would ultimately result in the cli- 
mactic Battle of That Great Day of God Almighty. 


Because this is so, all nations and peoples will find 
their political fortunes and their national economies 
rising and falling in step with the over-all world po- 
litical and economic fortunes. No matter where one 
looks in the world, the outlook for stability is far from 
good. 


Today the entire Middle East, North Africa and 
Southeast Asia are in the news in a way the prophets 
indicated would precede the fulfillment of the judg- 
ments which are about to fall upon the inhabitants of 
the earth. Soviet Russia has been gathering the great 
confederacy of peoples together of which Ezekiel speaks 
in his 38th chapter. The territory of Iraq and Iran was 
formerly Persia and Persia is included with those peo- 
ples who are to be lined up with Soviet Russia at the 
end of the age. Thus, Iraq and Iran will pattern their 
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political and economic activities after those of the 
Kremlin and this spells the complete collapse of free 
enterprise within their borders. 


Because the Middle East will definitely become the 
final battleground of contending forces, all the sur- 
rounding nations will of necessity be drawn into this 
vortex of turmoil and strife. Many nations depend 
upon oil exports for their economic well-being and 
hostilities in the Middle East will most certainly de- 
stroy this form of prosperity. Under these and other 
circumstances, it will be impossible to establish eco- 
nomic or political stability throughout the Middle 
East or North Africa until the aggression of Soviet 
Russia and her satellites, including Nasser, is over- 
whelmingly defeated. 


Egypt aspires for a position of prominence in the 
Arab world. The land of Egypt is mentioned more 
times in the Bible than any other country. The 19th 
chapter of Isaiah warns that her leaders would lack 
wisdom and understanding and, as a result, will bring 
overwhelming disaster upon Egypt. The life of Egypt 
is the Nile. Isaiah 19: 5 declares that “the waters shall 
fail from the sea and the river shall be wasted and 
dried up.” This evidently will be the result of the con- 
flict that will center in the Middle East and North 
Africa, bringing about the turning of the River Nile 
into the desert and causing the conditions that will 
fulfill Isaiah’s prediction. There is a specific reference 
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to the fact of turning the river far away, given in 
Isaiah 11: 15 and 19: 6. The phrase, “the tongue of the 
Egyptian sea,” undoubtedly describes the Suez Canal 
and the seven streams are, of course, the main streams 
of the River Nile as they flow through the delta into 
the sea. 

Turning to Ezekiel, chapter 29, the same facts per- 
taining to disaster for Egypt are set forth by this pro- 
phet. In every instance the economy and prosperity of 
Egypt, so closely tied with the Nile, is indicated as be- 
ing completely destroyed as a result of what will occur 
when that river is turned far away. 

In the 30th chapter of Ezekiel there is an identifying 
reference to this closing epoch of the age as the “time 
of the heathen” (Ez. 30: 3). It was prophesied to be 
a time when they would be feverishly active and the 
Prophet Joel corroborates this in his third chapter. 
Ezekiel goes on to say that the sword will come upon 
Egypt and all those who uphold Egypt will fall; there 
will be great pain in Ethiopia and other peoples in 
Africa will be adversely affected by what is coming. It 
does not comprise a pleasant outlook, for according to 
the Prophet Jeremiah: 


“A noise shall come even to the ends of the earth; for the 
Lord hath a controversy with the nations, he will plead with 
all flesh; he will give them that are wicked to the sword, 
saith the Lord. Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Behold, evil 
shall go forth from nation to nation, and a great whirlwind 
shall be raised up from the coasts of the earth.” (Jer. 25: 
31-32.) 


No nation, not even among the heathen, is immune 
from judgment because all have partaken of the cup 
of Divine wrath (Jer. 25: 15-16). ‘Therefore, all nations 
are mad. 








The Hand of Communism 





THE PRESENT ENDEAVOR to stir up race antagonism 
through desegregation has the blessing, if not the full 
support, of the Communists. Dr. J. B. Matthews, in 
testimony before the Florida legislative committee, as- 
serted that the main objective of the Communists is 
“Negro liberation.” Mr. Matthews, an expert on Red 
subversion, declared that the Communists were dedi- 
cated to stirring up trouble in the South through pub- 
lic school integration. He gave a long list of the officers 
of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People who had many Communist-front affili- 
ations. 

Contrary to general public opinion in the North, it 
is estimated that 90% of the colored people throughout 
the South want separate schools for their children. In 
spite of the agitation on the part of the Communist- 
inspired officials of the NAACP, many distinguished 
negro leaders, concerned about the welfare of their 
people and the advancement of their race, are opposed 
to desegregation and are also in opposition to NAACP 
and its program to confuse and divide and cause strife 
and turmoil throughout the South. 

As pointed out in Destiny for November 1957, in 
the editorial, “Nine Men,” the Supreme Court of the 
United States has rendered decisions destroying the 
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effectiveness of the FBI files. They have set traitors 
free and encouraged the enemy in our midst to flaunt 
laws enacted to protect our nation from treasonable 
activities. In Destiny for January 1956, in the editorial, 
“Suppressed Information,” it was shown that the Su- 
preme Court decision to make it illegal to continue 
segregation in public schools, a method of education 
for both races that has worked very well in the South, 
was based upon left-wing authority (specifically the 
book, An American Dilemma, by the Swedish Socialist, 
Dr. Gunnar Myrdal) cited by Chief Justice Warren in 
rendering the verdict. The following comment was 
made at that time: 


“When the Supreme Court of the United States turns to 
left-wing sources to justify a decision rendered by them, 
states’ rights and the freedom of every individual under our 
Constitutional guarantees are in extreme jeopardy. To say 
the least, a dangerous influence has been established over the 
members of the court of last resort in our land when the Su- 
preme Court judges cite Communist propaganda as ‘modern 
scientific authority.’ ” 


The Communists are not only attempting to break 
down all racial barriers established by God Himself 
in the very beginning, but they are also endeavoring 
to divide the United States internally in this critical 
time of international peril. ‘The Supreme Court of the 
United States has lent itself most effectively to the pro- 
gram of the Communists, whose purpose is to spur for- 
ward this destructive divisiveness. 

The President of the United States, along with the 
Justice Department, has aided and abetted the court 
in its unconstitutional action by declaring its decision 
to be the law of the land. As pointed out in Destiny 
for November 1957: 


“There is no provision in the Constitution of the United 
States stipulating that the findings of the United States Su- 
preme Court shall become the law of the land. Actually each 
decision ts the law of the case brought before it, which is 
final as it applies to the parties concerned only because there 
is no higher court to which they may take an appeal.” 


The President of the United States has undertaken 
to make a decision of the court, applicable to a certain 
case, the law of the land without Congressional ap- 
proval. If every court decision became the law of the 
land rather than the law of the case, the confusion 
and chaos that would follow would be devastating. 
When the court, in later decisions, reversed itself, it 
would thus reverse the law of the land, and the court, 
rather than Congress, would, according to its caprice, 
control the laws of our land. Thus, nine unelected men, 
subject to no control by the people, would rule over 
us with an iron hand. All citizens, both white and 
black, would ultimately find life in these United States 
oppressive and the freedom for which our forefathers 
fought would no longer be enjoyed by its citizens. 

It would show lack of good judgment to compel two 
families of the same race to live in harmony under the 
same roof and it is a much more complex undertaking 
to endeavor to compel two races to associate together 
with no barriers whatsoever without spelling trouble 
with capital letters for all concerned. The Communists 
know this and the Communists are working assiduously 
to cause trouble. You cannot legislate righteousness; 
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nor can you, by court decisions, force relationships 
contrary to nature and to Divine edict. To attempt to 
do so will eventually lead to civil strife and wholesale 
bloodshed. 

The black and white races can live and let live and 
they can work to better each other’s position, always 
extending a helpful hand to assist each other in times 
of need of any kind. Under the present agitation, this 
spirit of helpfulness is rapidly fading as force is applied 
to mix the unmixable. Must we learn the hard way 
that the decisions of a court and the power of the 
executive cannot change that which is fundamental in 
nature and in the Divine purpose — the separateness 
of the races God brought into being. 











Despising the Law 








IN AN ADDREss before American Protestantism’s first 
nation-wide Conference on Christianity and the Law, 
Prof. Wilbur G. Katz, former dean of the University 
of Chicago School of Law, made the statement: 


“The necessity or usefulness of capital punishment as a 
deterrent to crime has never been demonstrated.” 


He then said that, because of his conviction that 
Christian principles forbade the use of any penalties 
which serve no purpose, he favored the abolition of 
capital punishment. 

When church leaders assembled in conference hold 
that the death penalty is useless and un-Christian, it 
is a public demonstration of how little true Scriptural 
instruction the Christian Church is imparting to its 
members. Capital punishment was not instigated by 
man but was made mandatory under a Divine com- 
mand in order that righteousness might be adminis- 
tered by those charged with handling the affairs of 
state. It is a shocking indictment of the organized 
Christian Church that it is ignorant of this fact. 

When capital punishment ceases to be a deterrent 
to crime, it is only because those in authority have 
failed to carry out the Divinely-given requirements for 
the execution of the criminal. Without exception where 
capital punishment is still recognized today, procrasti- 
nation in the execution of the capital offender, plus 
sob-sister intervention in his favor, have most certainly 
contributed to make it ineffectual. No longer is there 
swift execution following the conviction for murder, 
a circumstance that has greatly emboldened the crimi- 
nal and so lessened the threat of execution for capital 
crimes that those who follow in his footsteps are little 
hampered by fear of consequences. 

With the organization of governments, following the 
Deluge, God issued the following command: 


“Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall his blood be 
shed: for in the image of God made he man.” (Gen. 9: 6.) 


Men were thus empowered to administer justice to 
curb violence and crime. As pointed out in Digest of 
the Divine Law*: 


“Under this command every earthly government has a 
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right, nay it is a duty and command, to bring to justice the 
murderer and subject him to the death penalty.” 


Without law anarchy would reign and society would 
be in a state of lawlessness and political disorder, with 
no government able to function. There is a widespread 
refusal today to acknowledge the fact that, while the 
Ten Commandments state to the individual, “Thou 
shalt not kill,” God demanded of the nation that who- 
soever killeth, “the murderer shall surely be put to 
death” (Num. 35: 18). Therefore, crime has increased 
in our land and criminals rule over a vast underworld 
of wickedness, its evil influence poisoning all of society. 

Jesus confirmed all the law as set forth in the com- 
mandments, statutes and judgments of the Law of the 
Lord. Moreover, He condemned to obscurity in the 
Kingdom all those who fail to keep the law or teach 
against even the least of the commandments. Let those 
who think otherwise note that Jesus not only stated 
He had not come to destroy the law but that not one 
jot or one tittle of that law would pass until all pro- 
phecy is fulfilled. Because there are some prophecies 
of continuous fulfillment, the day will never come 
when all of prophecy will be fulfilled. Therefore, the 
law contained in commandments, statutes, and judg- 
ments will endure forever. 

Let those who declare capital punishment is no de- 
terrent to the individual who plots evil deeds note what 
God states the effect upon His people will be when 
swift retribution follows the commitment of a crime: 


“And all Israel shall hear, and fear, and shall do no more 
any such wickedness.” (Deut. 13: 11.) 


But in order that capital punishment may be a de- 
terrent to crime, it must follow swiftly after conviction 
for a criminal act. Under the Law of the Lord, on the 
day following the pronouncement of sentence the crimi- 
nal paid with his life. If Professor Katz thinks such 
swift execution of the criminal in accord with the 
Divine law will not deter, he is little acquainted with 
the results that followed the activities of the Vigilantes 
in a time of stress and violence in early American 
history. 

However, in order that justice may be done and no 
innocent party suffer, the entire present-day system of 
jurisprudence would need drastic overhauling so that 
the place of justice would conform with the required 
rules of the Divine law in the giving and taking of 
evidence. As set forth in Digest of the Divine Law: 


“Under modern criminal procedure, a man, though inno- 
cent, can be convicted and, though guilty, be set free. The 
prosecution is determined to convict regardless of guilt and 
the defense to free regardless of whether the defendant be 
innocent or not. It is a test of skill between the two; with 
the defendant the victim, and justice a secondary issue.” 
(Digest of the Divine Law, pp. 137-138.) 


Under the Law of the Lord, the rendering of true 
justice was the main objective with all concerned, both 
the prosecution and the defense working together to 
obtain this end. As pointed out in Digest of the Divine 
Law, perjury was quickly detected and swiftly punished 
and rich and poor were treated alike. 


It is not capital punishment that stands condemned 
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today, but rather the violation of the administration 
of the Divine injunction pertaining to the trial, con- 
viction and execution of criminals. As set forth in the 
above-mentioned book: 


“Christians who advocate doing away with the law and 
who refuse to accept the operation of the principles of the 
commandments, statutes and judgments of the Lord as the 
law of life in the conduct of man individually, socially and 
economically and in the administration of national affairs 
are no different from the anarchist; for he also advocates 
the abolition of law. Christians holding such doctrines be- 
lieve that they are above the need of keeping the law. 
Anarchism at its best stands for society made orderly by good 
manners, but where there is no law there is no standard of 
conduct or good manners and the end of such a society is 
but confusion and disorder. 


“Anarchists are in rebellion against human government, 
but the Christians who refuse to observe and keep the laws 
of God are in rebellion against Divine rule and govern- 
ment. It is a serious charge but nevertheless true. Peter de- 
clared that those who despise government are presumptuous 
and self-willed (II Peter 2: 10). If God did establish a gov- 
ernment and law upon earth, it behooves every man, and 
certainly all Christians, to conform with the requirements 
or come under the condemnation of being presumptuous.” 
(Digest of the Divine Law, pp. 16-17.) 


It would be much more becoming for a conference 
of American Protestants, gathered to consider Chris- 
tianity and the law, to turn to the Bible for instruc- 
tion rather than to hearken to those who are in oppo- 
sition to the Divine edicts. 








Cavern of Chaos 





ALONG THE CourRsE of a downward descent in the Great 
Pyramid of Gizeh, there is a cavern called the Subter- 
ranean Chamber. Mr. David Davidson, foremost Great 
Pyramid expert, pointed out that this chamber sym- 
bolizes a period during which the forces of aggression 
and chaos are “rounded up” for the harvest of God’s 
judgment. The chronological dating at the entrance 
doorway of this chamber is March 17-18, 1913, and the 
south wall gives us the date of November 21-22, 1939. 

The chamber itself, with its smooth ceiling and 
rough floor, typifies a turning of things upside down. 
The Egyptian Book of the Dead,* in depicting de- 
parted souls in torment, shows them as walking upside 
down like flies on the ceiling of this inverted chamber. 
It is indeed a perfect allegorical representation of the 
conditions prevalent today. That which in the past was 
considered morally wrong, if not accepted as altogether 
right, is at least tolerated as conventional owing to 
habitual practice. Spiritual truth has been reversed or 
nullified under the influence and teaching of Modern- 
ism until many church members are completely be- 
fuddled, so that they are unable to distinguish the 
truth from that which is false. 

On the international front Communists have suc- 
ceeded in so muddying the waters of standard diplo- 
matic relationships that they have, according to Dr. 
Charles Wesley Lowry, who testified before the House 





*Not now available, 
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Committee on Un-American Activities, perpetrated the 
most colossal fraud of all times. A clergyman of the 
Episcopal church, Dr. Lowry is a deep student of totali- 
tarian dictatorships and the author of a book on the 
subject. Interestingly enough, he has made the state- 
ment that World Communism has “turned our world 
upside down.” In so saying he expresses himself in 
terms which the Great Pyramid allegory represents as 
the kind of conditions which would be extant through- 
out the world today. 

We are indeed living in a period of “upside-down- 
ness” and this became an accomplished reality between 
World Wars I and II. These very conditions are lead- 
ing to the harvest of judgment that will result in World 
War III when the events of the Great and Terrible 
Day of the Lord, destined to follow this present period 
of the Night of Alarm, heralds an age coming to its 
end. By the time we reach the dead-end shaft (1992) 
leading south from the Subterranean Chamber, the 
forces of evil aggression will have been completely anni- 
hilated. The world at large will then become ready 
and willing to follow God’s people who will, prior to 
that time, have entered the New Order of the Ages. 
Then the Prophet Micah’s prediction will be fulfilled: 


“And many nations shall come, and say, Come, and let us 
go up to the mountain of the Lord, and to the house of the 
God of Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, and we will 
walk in his paths: for the law shall go forth of Zion, and 
the word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” (Micah 4: 2.) 


This will result in the nations beating their swords 
into plowshares and their spears into pruning hooks, 
for they shall learn war no more (Micah 4: 3). With 
the coming of the day when peace shall be established 
and righteousness proclaimed unto all peoples, the 
knowledge of the Lord will fill the earth as the waters 
cover the sea. 








Courting ‘Disaster 





THE AMERICAN TROOPS are being withdrawn from 
Lebanon, with the result that the position of the British 
troops in Jordan will become untenable. This move 
is being made under pressure and, if completed, will 
result in great gains for Soviet Russia. It will then be 
only a matter of time when the foolishness of this pre- 
mature withdrawal will be fully realized, but it will 
be too late to rectify the mistake. By then the Kremlin 
will have taken up positions that will make this im- 
possible. 

Let those who are banking upon the UN to prevent 
further aggression, after the Americans and British 
have withdrawn their troops from the Middle East, 
ponder well Dag Hammarskjold’s displomacy when he 
visited the Middle East following the landing of 
United States forces in Lebanon. It is reported that he 
admitted privately to American diplomats that he de- 
liberately white-washed Syrian-Egyptian intervention in 
Lebanon in order not to embarrass Nasser. It was a 
move worse than the appeasement at Munich preceding 
World War II, for, knowing the truth to be otherwise, 
the Secretary General of the UN nevertheless declared 
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there was no evidence of Egyptian-Syrian arms enter- 
ing Lebanon. 


If, in order to placate Nasser, Dag Hammarskjold 
deliberately falsified the facts, can the UN, through its 
Secretary General, be expected to bring about an equit- 
able solution of the problem that will have even more 
acute repercussions after the troops are withdrawn 
from Lebanon? Certainly this dishonest action by the 
Secretary General of the United Nations justifies the 
denunciation of the Lord through the Prophet Isaiah 
that this federation of nations is a refuge of lies (Isa. 
28: 15, 17-18). Because this is true, the Lord pronounces 
the judgment of destruction upon the United Nations. 
This is a verdict we shall see fulfilled within a com- 
paratively short time, for the UN will never be able 
to survive the period of the coming Day of Battle. 











UN Rejects Red (China 





Rep CHINA has been endeavoring to shoot its way into 
the United Nations and, by so doing, has demonstrated 
that its present leadership is morally unfit to be seated 
among civilized peoples. Each year the question of ad- 
mitting Red China to the UN is on the agenda for 
consideration and each year the vote indicates a whittl- 
ing down of opposition to such admission. 


The Congress of the United States should immedi- 
ately go on record that, if admission is granted to a 
nation whose leaders have violated every law of decency 
and who still hold Americans as prisoners of war, the 
United States will immediately withdraw from the UN 
and serve notice that the UN headquarters are to be 
removed from our shores. At the same time, the 
U.S.S.R. should be expelled from this organization on 
the grounds of their evil aggression as they stir up 
trouble from one end of the earth to the other. 

Regardless of all the high-sounding sentimental ex- 
pressions of peaceful intentions from Peking and Mos- 
cow, Red China is as much an evil aggressor in the 
Far East today as she was in the Korean War. Further- 
more, Soviet Russia has given her sanction to that evil 
aggression. 

Actually there can be no fellowship between right- 
eousness and evil, between the governments of free 
peoples and those who enslave and oppress others. 
Those who have compassion for their fellowmen do not 
act, think or talk the same language as those who have 
no sympathy for others. There can be no meeting of 
minds among such. Hence, it is impossible to reach 
amicable agreements or work out a program of mutual 
cooperation. There will always be a discordant note 
and the spirit of mistrust will stir the constantly- 
smouldering fires of suspicion between those who are 
not of the same spirit and mind regardless of outward 
expressions of accord. 

Let the men and women who consider the United 
Nations to be the solution of world turmoil ponder 
well the above facts. Let them carefully consider the 
ideology of each member nation, their principles of 
operation and their respective attitudes toward ques- 
tions of justice and equity within the borders of their 
own domains. Then let them ask and answer the ques- 
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tion: Can such a conglomerated hodgepodge of con- 
flicting sentiments, ideals and purposes produce a 
peaceful world? 

The absurdity of a yes answer is obvious to any 
thoughtful person; yet millions among them, even the 
political leaders of our great nation, have deluded 
themselves into believing in the impossible. 








Human Survival 





A PROMINENT CAMPAIGNER for nuclear disarmament, 
Sir Bertrand Russell, in a British Broadcasting Corpo- 
ration television interview, was asked the odds on the 
future of mankind. He replied that there was no more 
than an even chance whether, by the end of the cen- 
tury, there would be any human beings left upon earth 
or not. His 50-50 chance for the human race by the 
end of this century is actually an understatement, un- 
less God intervenes to save mankind from annihilation. 
We base our appraisal on no less an authority than 
Jesus Christ Himself who declared: 


“Except those days should be shortened, there should no 
flesh be saved: but for the elect’s sake those days shall be 
shortened.” (Matt. 24: 22.) 


The days to which Jesus referred was the time of 
which the Angel was speaking to Daniel regarding a 
specific period when it would become imperative for 
Michael, the Archangel, to stand guard over God’s 
people: 

“A time of trouble, such as never was since there was a 
nation, even to that same time: and at that time thy people 


shall be delivered, every one that shall be found written in 
the book.” (Dan. 12: 1.) 


We are now living in this time of trouble. The hu- 
man race has acquired the know-how by which all life 
upon this globe could be destroyed. Ungodly men, bent 
on evil aggression, are in possession of this means of 
destruction. The heathen, satanically inspired, are ful- 
filling the prediction of the Prophet Joel and are 
awakening (Joel 3: 12) as they make preparations to 
take part in the coming world conflict. 

The stage is being set for events that would most 
certainly end in the annihilation of the human race 
but for the promise of Divine intervention of which 
the world at large is completely uninformed. Because 
of this lack of information, a spirit of uncertainty and 
fear disturbs the thoughtful as they endeavor to pene- 
trate the future. But the godly are encouraged as they 
follow the advice of the injunction: 


“Believe in the Lord your God, so shall ye be established; 
believe his prophets, so shall ye prosper.” (II Chron. 20: 20.) 


Unfortunately, even among professing Christians 
there are only a few, comparatively speaking, who are 
acquainted with the utterances of the prophets of the 
Lord. This phase of Scriptural understanding has be- 
come a closed book in most of our churches. There- 
fore, the peace of mind and tranquillity of spirit pos- 
sessed by the wise during these days of increasing tur- 
moil and strife are denied to many at a time when the 
“Thus saith the Lord” is so needed to bring comfort 
to those who are otherwise apprehensive and troubled. 
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tures have known that when they saw the city 

of Jerusalem encompassed by armies, it would 
be an encirclement indicating that the time for Arma- 
geddon is at hand. It is not without significance, there- 
fore, that during the course of recent happenings, both 
Israelis and Jordanians have been bewailing the fact 
that they feel encircled. Moreover, overshadowing this 
development has been the threat by Soviet Russia of a 
vast enfilading movement via the Caucasus to the Per- 
sian Gulf, as a countermove to Anglo-American inter- 
vention in the Mideast Area. 

Thus it was paradoxical, if not astonishing, to hear 
Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Premier, bemoaning that “The 
menace of Israel’s encirclement by Nasser has been 
greatly increased by recent events,” at the same time as 
King Hussein, welcoming the arrival of British skymen 
in “the capital of the Beni-Ammon,” was declaring: 
“The presence of British troops is a temporary measure 
to protect our borders from the enemies encircling us 
from every direction.” 


The Final Phase 


Furthermore, at the same time that General Hakim 
Amer, Egyptian C-in-C of the U. A. R. armed forces, 
was conferring in Cairo with Marshal Sergei Rudenko, 
Chief of Staff of the Soviet Air Force, King Hussein, 
in a private audience, declared: 


Rs MANY YEARS, students of the prophetic Scrip- 


“The revolutionary plot in Jordan was directed by the 
same elements as those in last year’s attempts. THE WHOLE 
MOVEMENT HERE, AS WELL AS THE LEBANON AND IRAQ, IS CON- 
TROLLED BY RUSSIAN EXPERTS. If Nasser was all I had to worry 
about, I would not care. But there are other countries they 
will try to attack; Kuwait probably and Saudi Arabia too. 
They will continue as before. WHAT WE ARE FACING TODAY 
Is THE FINAL PHASE WHICH WILL DECIDE THE FUTURE OF THE 
MippLe EAST AND MUCH ELSE BESIDES. 

“We have suffered many losses and if these are allowed 
to go in vain, the results will be very dangerous indeed, 
first for the Middle East, and then for Africa. If public 
opinion in Britain is against sending troops here because 
it may help us to invade Iraq, then it has been misled. We 
should not be fighting Arabs but international Communism. 
Jordan is fighting, not only for its right to exist as a nation, 
but also for the Arab peoples whom the forces of oppression 
wish to enslave.” 


What has not been generally understood is that King 
Hussein has had every reason to fear that if he moved, 
as Head of the Iraq-Jordan Federation, to overthrow 
the rebels in Baghdad, the Israelis would seize this 
opportunity for moving swiftly into the Old City of 
Jerusalem (Jordan Side) and from thence advancing 
to the west bank of the Jordan River. 


Communist Corruption and Blasphemy 
In a subsequent broadcast speech, King Hussein 
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delivered the following fearless challenge and trenchant 
warning: 


“The presence of British troops in Jordan will enable us 
to fulfill our responsibilities and, if God wills, to rescue and 
free the Middle East from international Communism, blas- 
phemy and corruption. The Iraqi uprising was instigated by 
agents of International Communism aiming to destroy the 
holy shrines in this sacred part of the world. Certain hired 
agents deserted their religion and succeeded in reaching the 
Iraq fortress of Arabism. The greed of International Com- 
munism is being extended to our beloved countries by the 
aid of certain leaders who, having sold themselves to the 
Devil, conspire for the destruction of true Arab nationalism. 


Free World Battle 


“We have already had Israel against us. We have had 
Syria and now it is Iraq. Infiltrations are growing on our 
Northern frontier where we have found antitank weapons. 
I am expecting similar infiltrations now on the Iraq front. 
THE BATTLE WE ARE WAGING FOR OUR FREEDOM IS THE BATTLE 
OF THE FREE WORLD.” 


In Britain, signs of long-delayed awakening realiza- 
tion to the true position multiply daily. Lord Salisbury, 
chief Tory Peer, who deserted Anthony Eden at the 
Suez Crisis, now recants in the following vigorous 
terms: 


“More and more people are beginning to recognize that 
the moment to have stopped the aggression of Nasser was 
at the time of the Suez incident. THAT WAS A CRUCIAL OPPOR- 
TUNITY WHICH COULD HAVE BEEN A TURNING POINT OF HISTORY. 
That opportunity was lost. Do not let us make the same 
mistake and hand over the whole Middle East. The next 
time Nasser and the Russians move forward, it will be diff- 
cult to halt them.” 


Again, the Rt. Hon. Hugh Fraser, M.P., is equally 
outspoken when he avers: 


“The West is now approaching its final strategic point of 
no return, far more than at Suez. Any deal with Nasser now, 
accepting the expansion of his empire into Jordan and 
thence throughout Arabia, would mean, first, loss of strategic 
control of oil, disruption throughout Africa, and then the 
final overwhelming of Turkey, Persia and the gulf. Ir wouLp 
BE A DRIFT BECOMING A RUSH TO A FINAL CATACLYSM AS RUSSIA 
ATTAINS HER MILITARY ZENITH OVER THE NEXT FIVE YEARS. 

“Nasser’s imperialism is not a necessary concomitant of 
Arab nationalism. In the view of a leading Arab Foreign 
Secretary, Nasser’s imperialism, by its coups, mob law and 
dragging of the Great Powers back into the arena, has re- 
tarded the cause of Arab nationalism by a generation. Mos- 
cow domination is intolerable to moderate Arab opinion 
which wants a Western victory, not only in Iraq, but in 
Syria and even in Egypt.” 


eA Potential Battleground 


Students of the fulfillment of Biblical prophecy in 
current events have sound reasons for knowing that for 
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statesmen to put their trust in Summit Conferences is 
to indulge in false hopes. However, the Editor of the 
Daily Telegraph makes a penetrating observation when 
he maintains: 


“Skeptical as people may be as to the practical outcome 
of any summit meeting, there is a profound belief among 
them that this is, in the end, the only possible way of escape 
from the deadlock of world affairs. The Middle East prob- 
lem remains to be solved and there is much talk of economic 
aid as a solvent. But this is an empty idea without a po- 
litical and military settlement. Neither governments nor 
private investors are going to put money into a potential 
battleground.” 


One of the most sensational of the immediate results 
of the Iraqi coup d’etat was that all military secrets of 
the Baghdad Pact fell into the possession of the rebels 
overnight. As a result, top-secret documents revealing 
Anglo-American global strategy are now being studied 
by Gregory Zaitsev, newly-appointed Soviet Ambassa- 
dor in Baghdad. Indeed, as Ian Colvin, Daily Tele- 
graph special correspondent in Teheran, advises us: 


“Allied military circles here are worried at the loss of se- 
curity to Middle East defense, ensuing from the Republican 
coup in Iraq. The General Staffs of Persia, Turkey and 
Parkistan, since the London meeting, have been perusing 
many secret military documents circulated to members of 
the Baghdad Pact before the July 14th revolution. Their 
conclusion is that Egypt and Moscow are now in possession 
of lists of personalities friendly to the West and lists of 
Western agents. 

“The problem is whether any Middle East capital can be- 
come a secure depository for such documents in future. All 
the Pact countries prefer Turkey as future headquarters for 
the Secretariat. 


Persia as a Base 
“Allied staffs are also busy discussing air-staging arrange- 
ments for military aircraft, to replace the Habbaniyah Base, 
a role for which Persia is best suited geographically. But 


Teheran is under constant pressure by Russia not to permit 
‘foreign’ Powers to use the country as a base.” 


The day following confirmation of the brutal murder 
of the Royal Family of Iraq, the Soviet News agency, 
Tass, solemnly announced the discovery of “an exten- 
sive plot between the West and Israel against the Mid- 
dle East.” The same statement also mentioned “the 
transfer of powerful military units in Persia,” alleging 
that “service men disguised as American tourists had 
been flown to Persia from West Germany and else- 
where.” A few days earlier, the Eastern German Radio, 
broadcasting in Persian, compared the Iraqi coup with 
that which brought Moussadeq to power in 1952, and 
expressed regret that “the latter stopped short of doing 
to the Shah and his court what the Iraqis had done to 
King Feisal.” 

A clear sign of which way the wind was blowing was 
evident from the fact that the first message sent by the 
Persian Government to the new revolutionary regime 
in Iraq took the form of a strong protest against the 
action of Baghdad in renaming the Persian Gulf “the 
gulf of Arabia.” 

Monitoring services also heard “The Voice of Arabs,” 
broadcasting the accusation that the United States had

a plan, approved by the Baghdad Pact Council, for 
“the use of atomic bombs on the mountain passes be- 
tween Iraq and Persia in the event of a world war, the 
object being to make a radioactive screen through 
which the Soviet forces could not move.” 


Moscow Squeeze Tactics 


Meanwhile, Daily Mail reporter, Noel Barber, com- 
pletes the picture for us in the following vivid descrip- 
tion: 

“Nasser, with Moscow squeeze tactics, is slowly encircling 
this tiny country, the country of Bethlehem, Jerusalem and 
Mount Nebo, from which Moses first saw the Promised Land. 
Jordan, almost cut off from the outside world, prepares for 
the showdown with enemies surrounding her, now that Mr. 
Khrushchev has rejected summit talks on the Middle East. 

“Jordan’s army and British paratroopers are playing a 
waiting game, hoping for the best but ready for the worst 
and half expecting the worst to happen. On the one hand, 
Jordan is being subjected to propaganda threats that the 
Israelis will take over the west of the country to stop it 
from falling to Nasser. At the same time the Syrians and 
Egyptians are putting on the squeeze, hitting Jordan's econ- 
omy by halting all movement to and from the country ex- 
cept through the undeveloped part of Aqaba. British troops 
have landed at Aqaba as reinforcements for the paratroops 
here in Amman.” 


Why did Khrushchev suddenly back out of the much- 
heralded summit talks? His secret flight to visit Mao- 
Tse Tung in Peking provides the answer for this as 
something more than a gesture affirming the solidarity 
of the Sino-Soviet bloc. The visit not only coincided 
with the announcement that the Kremlin had given 
Red China the atom bomb, but, as an event, it signi- 
fied the increasing tendency for Chinese ascendancy in 
Communist councils. 

Here is an example of the recent bellicose Sino 
broadcasts: 

“The Korean and Chinese people licked the combined 
forces of the U. S. A. and fifteen other countries. The Im- 
perialists’ long front cannot be defended and must be dealt 
a merciless blow. All Peking has been boiling with wrath. 
One hundred thousand demobilized volunteers from the 
Korean war now voice their readiness to take up arms in 
support of the Arab people and to defend world peace.” 


Conclusive proof that one directing intelligence is 
controlling all these “uproars of the people in the 
world,” as Esdras describes them (II Esdras 9: 3), is 
evident from the Mao-Khrushchev combined communi- 
que which brazenly refers to Latin America as being 
“a country having the same independence movement 
as the Middle East.” What this communique means is 
that today Red China makes a bid for recognition as 
a Great Power on a par with Soviet Russia. 


The UN Presence 


Points to notice are that the Lebanon crisis brought 
American troops into the Middle East as an active 
force for the first time in history. But now, as the UN 
argues the terms of “a peace formula,” the presence of 
Anglo-American forces, so it is alleged, will no longer

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T Is NOT easy to write an opinion at this moment. 
| Both the Far and Middle East situations are criti- 
cal at the time of writing. Nothing has been solved 
in either area and, although both sides have taken up 
very strong positions indeed, neither has actually made 
a decisive move. The Far East and Middle East situa- 
tions were, are and will remain related. ‘True, America 
is more impressed by the Far East than by the Middle 
East and the British government is more impressed by 
the Middle East than by the Far East but the differ- 
ences are only relative. Both governments — one as- 
sumes — are aware of facts which they have felt it 
impossible to disregard. In both the Far and Middle 
East, one side or the other must — it seems — climb 
down or there will be a clash. We see little sign of a 
less harsh outcome. If there is a very slender chance 
of a compromise, such compromise would almost cer- 
tainly be interpreted by one side or the other as sur- 
render. The question of dates is more complex. No one 
can fix a precise schedule of dates but the basic facts 
are clear. 

The dangers of a compromise which would be inter- 
preted as a Western surrender would be extremely 
grave. Indeed, one of the greatest dangers in the whole 
Far East situation is that Peking, knowing all about 
the differences of opinion in the West, may refuse any 
compromise which cannot be so interpreted. The U. S. 
having taken so strong a position, the dangers inherent 
in a compromise which could be interpreted as virtual 
surrender would be very great indeed. ‘The whole crisis 
may pass over. If it does so as a result of a Communist 
climb-down, the West will be greatly strengthened for 
the next round. If it should pass over as a result of 
Western capitulation, then we shall soon see much 
worse. 

In Iraq there is, at the time of writing, a virtual state 
of emergency which was preceded by Brigadier Aref 
being relieved of his post as deputy Commander-in- 
Chief of the army, although he is still in the govern- 
ment. It is not yet possible to assess the significance of 
this until further reports are received. It does seem 
certain, however, that some further major move in the 
Middle East is not far off. This may take the form of 
a major onslaught on Western oil interests. It is plan- 
ned in Cairo and Baghdad that the Inter-Arab Oil 
Conference to be held in Cairo in November shall de- 
cide to nationalize the Iraq Petroleum Company’s 
property and interests in Iraq. 

One of Moscow’s main difficulties in the Middle East 
is to control its Arab allies. Moscow’s confidence in the 
soundness of its calculations was strengthened by the 
apparently ready Anglo-American acceptance of the 
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fait accompli in Iraq, but it also inspired the more 
reckless Arabs to predict, with characteristic boastful- 
ness, that British and American forces would be out — 
or on the way out — of Jordan and the Lebanon by 
mid-September. Moscow, though satisfied with the gen- 
eral trend of events, never indulged in similar opti- 
mism or banked on so easy and prompt a closing of a 
crucial chapter. In fact, Khrushchev thought it neces- 
sary to go to Peking to link forces with Mao Tse-tung 
for concerted action to apply the maximum pressure 
on the Western allies by means of a second front in 
the Far East. 

There was also another reason for Khrushchev’s 
journey to Peking. Moscow clearly visualized the situa- 
tion which would arise between the U. S. A. and Red 
China following the heavy attack on Quemoy and the 
bringing forward of the whole offshore islands prob- 
lem. This situation has now arisen. But Moscow knows 
perfectly well that United States forces could defend 
the offshore islands provided that they were allowed to 
bomb and shell the mainland sources of attack, and 
that China alone could neither effectively prevent this 
nor effectively retaliate against the U. S. China alone 
could not turn the offshore islands battle into World 
War III, the threat of which is the great deterrent to 
effective U. S. defense of the offshore islands. Com- 
munist China has therefore been maneuvered by Mos- 
cow into a position in which she has become involved 
in a serious dispute with the U. S. in which Russia 
has the last word. 

The present government of Jordan has little chance 
of holding out once British forces are withdrawn. 
Much of the population is hostile to the King and, 
even after the arrest of a number of officers, there is 
much disaffection in the army. Nevertheless, there are 
enough loyal elements — particularly amongst the 
Bedouins — to make rebellion dangerous, and there 
are fears of Israel’s possible reactions. In fact, one 
stabilizing factor in Jordan is the belief held in some 
quarters that the choice is between King Hussein and 
Israel rather than between Hussein and Nasser. Agents 
and arms continue to reach the opposition forces from 
Syria — although on a smaller scale than before — 
and it is believed that Nasser has discussed with Crown 
Prince Faisal of Saudi Arabia the feasibility of block- 
ing transit through the Straits of Tiran into the Gulf 
of Aqaba. 

It seems likely, however, that Nasser will not make 
any serious open move while U. S. and British forces 
are in the Lebanon and Jordan. Moreover, King Hus- 
sein has gained a respite by his cooperation with Egypt 
over the Arab resolution at the UN General Assembly. 
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He recovered a certain respectability in Arab eyes and 
some of his wavering subjects even wondered if Nasser 
had perhaps decided to allow him to stay. The agree- 
ment to discontinue the vicious radio war was to Hus- 
sein’s advantage, as Jordan’s diatribes against Nasser 
had little effect. ‘The UN resolution also left it to King 
Hussein to decide when to dispense with British troops 
— an interpretation upheld by Mr. Hammarskjold 
after his talks in Amman. King Hussein's position has 
therefore been somewhat strengthened, although, if 
British troops were to leave, it would probably sharply 
deteriorate. The Jordan army has arrested a number 
of agents and fedayeen from Syria, and a fairly generous 
distribution of death sentences and some pretty tough 
handling have somewhat discouraged these intruders, 
although there is still some infiltration by individuals. 
The King’s courage in visiting army units — includ- 
ing some known to be largely disloyal — paid off in 
terms of personal popularity. A certain relaxation also 
resulted from the easing of police activities and me- 
thods, the release of some detainees and the return of 
confiscated radio sets. This, of course, is not to Nasser’s 
liking and there are signs of a resumption of the open 
war of subversion from outside and inside Jordan. 


No Israeli government could easily stand by while 
Nasser established himself in the Jordan section (the 
old city) of Jerusalem or on the frontier six or seven 
miles from the Tel Aviv-Haifa highway. Some ob- 
servers feel that in the event of a pro-Egyptian govern- 
ment in Jordan, Israeli forces would immediately move 
up to the west bank of the river Jordan. Other ob- 
servers do not accept this as inevitable. These argue 
that the adverse effect of a sizable addition to Israel's 
Arab population cannot be ignored when weighing up 
the gains to be achieved by an improvement of the 
frontier. 

Suggestions from Washington of an embargo on 
heavy arms to the Middle East have not been well 
received in Israel. It is felt that whereas an embargo 
could be effectively enforced for Israel, this could not 
be done for the vast Arab territories with long, lonely 
frontiers and numerous airports and harbors. It is also 
felt that an arms embargo could be a stabilizing factor 
only if it froze a position of balance — which is far 
from being the case after the arms shipments of the 
last three years to the Arab countries from both the 
the Soviet bloc and the West. 

No one should be misled by the uneasy relative calm 
which has descended on the Middle East. The joint 
Arab resolution in the General Assembly brought about 
the resuscitation of the moribund Arab League and 
avoided condemnation. Instead of coming weaker out 
of the debate, Nasser strengthened his position as leader 
of the Arab world. There are still widespread miscon- 
ceptions in the West as to what Nasser’s Arab national- 
ism really means. It cannot be emphasized too often 
that the objective is to drive the Western powers out 
~ every position they hold or influence in the Middle 

ast. 

Only a clear and decisive reverse for Nasser’s policies 
will now suffice to save anything of the Western posi- 
tion. Western withdrawal from the Lebanon and Jor- 
dan would be the end of any foreseeable hopes of re- 
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covery. While some feel happy about the limited 
achievements in the Lebanon and Jordan and want 
to call it a day and hand over to the United Nations, 
others feel that we face an historic challenge which 
can be met only by action on an historic scale. The 
strong currents in the Middle East cannot be checked 
by a little diplomacy here and a little money there. 
Nasserism, backed by Russia, is irrevocably anti- 
Western and aggressively expansionist in character. No 
compromise with it is possible except by a total sur- 
render which would spell the doom of what freedom 
is left in the Middle East and of much else besides 
in an even wider sphere. 


Jordan and the Lebanon are, of course, important 
but they are by themselves side issues in the whole 
context of the Middle East and should not be regarded 
as isolated problems which can be solved by them- 
selves. Western intervention will not be wholly success- 
ful unless carried through logically to a point at which 
Nasserism suffers a severe and demonstrable setback 
in a way that will convince the friends of the West 
that they can rely on its aid and the waverers that 
their true interests will be best served by joining the 
Western camp. Short of this, the ultimate end of 
Western intervention could well be the even more vio- 
lent overthrow of regimes identified with it than would 
otherwise have taken place. 


The recent increase of British forces in Bahrein was 
rendered necessary by the increasingly dangerous trend 
of affairs in the Persian Gulf area — a situation which 
will before long have to be met, one way or the other, 
by Britain and the Western powers. The moment is 
fast approaching when Nasser will extend his activities 
in the Gulf area. He will, in fact, be compelled by 
prestige reasons alone. One only has to listen to Cairo 
radio to realize this. At the same time, he will be 
urged on by economic factors and the proddings of 
his Russian allies. Kuwait, Bahrein and Qatar are to- 
gether the greatest oil prize in the world and Nasser 
thinks that control of these States would solve all his 
pressing economic problems. 


The Israelis are convinced that a shooting war with 
their Arab neighbors is not far off. Israeli Intelligence 
continues to get detailed information from Arab coun- 
tries about the flow of arms from Soviet sources. 
There is mounting evidence that an aggressive move 
against Israel is not far off. It is not expected this 
year but there is great anxiety about 1959. 

Another factor which is causing anxiety is the pos- 


sibility of the sealing off of Israeli seaports. Israel has 
no adequate defense against submarine operations and 
a small number of submarines could blockade the only 
reliable outside supply lines. It has been learned that 
Russia is negotiating with Egypt for the handing over 
of another seventeen submarines to the United Arab 
Republic.

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Unfolding Pattern Of The Divine Plan

IDDEN WITHIN the mystery of 
H the King’s Chamber of the 

Great Pyramid of Gizeh is 
the chronological significance of 
events ending the present age and 
leading to the Second Advent of our 
Lord and the ushering in of a New 
Order of the Ages. Throughout the 
entire structure the theme of dis- 
placement influences the intent of 
its allegorical symbolism: 


“The fact of displacement is demon- 
strated in a remarkable manner in the 
passage system of the Great Pyramid in 
that it lies in the vertical plane east of 
the true north-south axis line of the 
monument by 286.1 Pyramid inches. 
Specifically, this displacement applies to 
the Building Race (the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples) whose history is so mar- 
velously portrayed by the revelation- 
measures contained in the Great Pyra- 
mid’s passage system.” (“Displacement 
Overcome,” Destiny for July 1958, p. 
161.*) 


The symbolism of the King’s 
Chamber defines a threefold ap- 
proach to the elimination of dis- 
placement, thereby indicating that 
there are stages in the removal of 
displacement involving different 


groups of people. 


Central Axis Line 


For years students of this remark- 
able monument have been cognizant 
of the chronological significance of 
the passage system leading to the 
Grand Gallery, the First Low Pas- 
sage, the Antechamber, the Second 
Low Passage and the King’s Cham- 
ber. (See “The Great Pyramid of 
Gizeh,” Destiny for May 1958 for 
full details.*) The central axis line 
of the passage system through to the 
entrance to the King’s Chamber has 
been accepted as defining the chron- 
ological time-line of this monument, 
a fact which history has fully cor-

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roborated. 

Upon entering the King’s Cham- 
ber the central axis line of the pas- 
sage system was assumed to continue 
on to the south wall of the Chamber 
where it terminated on August 20, 
1953. This led many to conclude 
that this defined the end of the age 
which would bring about the more 
or less abrupt conclusion of the old 
order. Thus, multitudes were look- 
ing for something spectacular and 
final to transpire on that date. How- 
ever, while such expectations were 
not confirmed, what did occur on 
that date was of far-reaching import, 
for Soviet Russia announced the ex- 
plosion of her first hydrogen bomb. 
This marked a major turning point 
in the over-all preparations for 
world conflict, both offensive and de- 
fensive, determining the style of 
armaments which will set the pace 
of war that will ultimately eventu- 
ate in the Battle of That Great Day 
of God Almighty (Rev. 16: 14). 

While the central axis line of the 
passage system of the Great Pyramid 
records, by chronological measure- 
ments, the facts of the history of the 
Building Race which show the pro- 
gressive unfolding of the Divine 
plan, it does not encompass certain 
spiritual movements within that 
race. These movements are allegoric- 
ally delineated by different routes 
in this monument. For instance, 
while the ascending passage, which 
is called the Grand Gallery, repre- 
sents the Christian Dispensation and 
the chronological course of history 
follows the central axis line of this 
passage, spiritual attainments dur- 
ing this era, enabling Christians to 
stand upright, are symbolically ex- 
pressed by the great height of the 
Grand Gallery which rises seven 
times higher than the ascending 
passage entrance leading into it. In 
other words, every aspect of the 
structure of the Great Pyramid has 
spiritual significance; there is much 
more to be considered than the mere 


forward movement along the central 
axis line of the passage system. 


The King’s Chamber 


In the article, “Displacement 
Overcome,” Destiny for July 1958,* 
the statement was made: 


“It would be impossible for the 
Building Race to turn westward until 
the people reached a point in their 
progress south that would be opposite 
the center of the East Wall of the 
King’s Chamber. This would conform 
with the requirement that the line of 
progress should remain always in the 
center of the passage system, with the 
King’s Chamber becoming the final 
passage to be traversed in moving to- 
ward the Open Tomb. Thus, the turn 
westward would not come until this 
point was reached, and the date was 
March 4, 1945. Mr. Garnet W. Wilson, 
M.R.A.1.C., has pointed this out in 
his chart which he has submitted to us 
for publication with this article.” 


The above statement is applicable 
to the natural chronological progress 
of the Building Race as a whole 
within the King’s Chamber. On the 
other hand, once the above line of 
progress is established, it is also 
found, upon entering the King’s 
Chamber, that its construction will 
permit alternative movements in ad- 
dition to the progress along the 
central axis line. However, these 
movements, while they are within 
the Building Race, are on the spir- 
itual plane. They are to be spiritu- 
ally understood; therefore, they are 
symbolically expressed in the Great 
Pyramid’s allegory. 

Also, because these movements are 
of a spiritual nature, it would be 
expected that their progress would 
be represented as symbolically apart 
from the chronological central axts 
line of advancement. Their very na- 
ture requires spiritual discernment 
and the symbolism which defines 
their direction enhances the mystery 
of the King’s Chamber, which is, in- 
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deed, a chamber of spiritual mys- 
teries. Because they are to be spir- 
itually received, the wise among the 
people, that is, the  spiritually- 
minded only, are the ones to whom 
this phase of the allegorical symbol- 
ism of the Great Pyramid’s message 
is addressed. 

That there is to be a specific 
period, defined by chronological 
limits, when these mysteries are to 
be unveiled is made apparent by the 
statement in the Book of Revelation 
which tells when the “mystery of 
God” shall be “finished”; that is, 
completed and ready to be revealed 


(Rev. 10: 7). It is of utmost signifi- 
cance, therefore, that it is within 
the King’s Chamber of the Great 
Pyramid where a separation occurs 
and these alternative movements 
each take a different course in their 
approach to the point where dis- 
placement is overcome. 


Ritual of 
Circumambulation 
The Kingdom people turned west- 
ward at the center of the East Wall 


of the King’s Chamber on March 4, 
1945, and the significance of this is 
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dealt with in the article, “Displace- 
ment Overcome.” At the same 
chronological dating, as pointed out 
by Mr. David Davidson in his arti- 
cle, “The Mystery of the King’s 
Chamber,” Destiny for May 1958,* 
the ritual of circumambulation laid 
out an alternative course that 
moved toward the South Wall 
terminal (from F to Y, see accom- 
panying chart), then proceeded east- 
ward parallel to the South Wall 
(from Y to D), then along the West 
Wall and back along the North 
Wall to complete the circuit where 
it began on the East Wall. 

This path of circumambulation 
was shown as a continuation of the 
entrance passage floor (which is 
42.248 Pyramid inches wide) around 
the inside of the walls of the Cham- 
ber. The theoretical central axis 
line of this symbolical circumambu- 
lation is parallel to the walls and 
21.124 Pyramid inches from the 
walls, or half the width of the pas- 
sage system. 


First Westward Turn 


But there is still another course 
that can be followed. The theoreti- 
cal axis line of the path of circum- 
ambulation around the inside of the 
walls of the Chamber intersects the 
central axis of the entrance passage 
to this Chamber at K (see chart), 
which is 21.124 Pyramid inches after 
September 16, 1936, the date of the 
entrance into the King’s Chamber. 
Thus, 21.124 Pyramid inches from 
September 16, 1936 gives us the 
date of June 11, 1938. This is the 
first point in the King’s Chamber 
where movement other than south- 
ward is possible and at the same 
time conform to the requirement of 
following a central axis line. If, in- 
stead of proceeding southward to- 
ward the South Wall of the King’s 
Chamber, where the date is August 
20, 1953, a turn westward is made 
at K, moving forward counter-clock- 
wise along the North Wall of the 
King’s Chamber, a new course of 
progress is opened up, with intrigu- 
ing implications. 


June 11, 1938 
The date, June 11, 1938, is twice

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the number of prophetic days signi- 
fying “birth pangs” inclusive (2 x 
270) prior to the beginning of 
World War II on September 3, 1939. 
Furthermore, it was on June II, 
1938, during Japan’s war against 
China, that, as a result of the 
Japanese intensified naval offensive 
on the Yangtze River in their effort 
to blast their way up the stream, 
they served notice for all foreign 
shipping to evacuate a 200-mile zone 
between Wuhu, 326 miles from 
Hankow and Kiukiang. The United 
States, refusing to comply with the 
request, stated that our warships 
were on the Yangtze to protect 
American lives and property. 


On this same day (June 11, 1938) 
earth tremors originating 15 miles 
below the North Sea shook Belgium 
and northeast France at noon and 
were felt in England and as far 
south as Paris. This quake was se- 
vere in Brussels, and in Ghent. 


eAn Epochal Date 


Turning at the date, June II, 
1938, and moving westward, a point 
in line with the center of the King’s 
Chamber was reached on August 20, 
1953. This remarkable finding estab- 
lishes the fact that while August 20, 
1953 was an epochal date, it was not 
a final terminal marking! 


Nevertheless, the question im- 
mediately arises: Was not the date 
of the South Wall termination of the 
King’s Chamber, long established as 
August 20, 1953, also of moment? 
It most certainly was, for the im- 
portance of that dating was con- 
firmed in many ways. However, this 
new information within the King’s 
Chamber assists us to understand 
why the long-looked-for date of 
August 20, 1953 as the date of the 
South Wall accomplished its pur- 
pose and at the same time failed to 
arouse the indifferent and the un- 
godly while it alerted the watchmen. 
Many, failing to see the sensational 
developments they had been looking 
for, turned away from further pur- 
suit of a subject in which they had 
lost interest, and thus the Great 
Falling Away began. On the other 
hand, as pointed out in “An 
Epochal Date,” Destiny for July 
1958, August 20, 1953 opened up a 
whole new horizon of chronological 
understanding, particularly as it ap- 
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plied to the activities of the watch- 
men. But for this date of the South 
Wall of the King’s Chamber, this 
knowledge would have remained 
sealed to our understanding. We 
said further in the above-mentioned 
editorial: 


“Anyone who declares this date to be 
fictitious, or without importance, is 
simply making an admission of his 
ignorance of the spiritual implications 
underlying all this. . . . The meaning 
of August 20, 1953 is directed primarily 
to the attention of the watchmen only, 
in order that they may accurately set 
their clocks, mark the passing of the 
hours of the night and identify the 
march of events (Isa. 21: 11-12).” 


Center of King’s Chamber 


The whole significance of the 
chronological dating, August 20, 
1953, is marvelously confirmed by 
this second witness when this same 
date is found along the path of pro- 
gress which commenced on June II, 
1938 for those taking that alterna- 
tive course. If a turn is made at this 
point (August 20, 1953), moving in 
a southward direction along the 
central line of the King’s Chamber, 
the center point of the Chamber it- 
self will be reached on May 12, 1960. 
Thus, whether the dead center of 
the King’s Chamber (G) is ap- 
proached by the route of the east- 
to-west central line, from March 4, 
1945, or from June 11, 1938, moving 
east to west and making a turn 
southward on August 20, 1953, in 
both instances, the dead center of 
the Chamber will be reached on 
May 12, 1960. 

Continuing to move westward 
from the north-south central line of 
the King’s Chamber, on August 20, 
1953, the north-south central axis of 
the Great Pyramid itself will be 
reached on December 10, 1961. 
This is the true north-south central 
axis of the Great Pyramid where 
displacement will be overcome. June 
11, 1938 is gust 286.1 Pyramid inches 
from the true north-south central 
axis of the Great Pyramid. 


Displacement Overcome 


It is therefore established, as 
shown on the accompanying chart, 
that three different dates when dis- 
placement will be overcome are 
clearly delineated in the symbolism 


of the King’s Chamber of the Great 
Pyramid. The three are as follows: 

1) July 8, 1960, when those who 
carry out the ritual of circumambu- 
lation, turning eastward at point X, 
taking their position via the Open 
Tomb, will reach the time when, for 
them, displacement is removed. (See 
the chapter, “It Will Surely Come,” 
in Day of Visitation, pp. 25-28.) 

2) December 10, 1961, when those 
who move westward around the 
Chamber in a_ counter-clockwise 
course, starting from June 11, 1938, 
will also find displacement removed 
for them. 

3) September 3, 1968, when the 
Kingdom people themselves, blessed 
by an administration of righteous- 
ness, will find displacement from 
God’s purposes fully removed for 
them. 


The Groups Involved 


Now the question arises: Who are 
the groups involved in what all of 
these chronological movements im- 
ply? It has already been made clear 
that the line of advancement along 
the central axis line is that which 
the Kingdom people have traversed 
during the course of their history. 
Either by choice or by compulsion, 
this is their path of progress as they 
move toward the Day of Restora- 
tion. 


Wise and Foolish 


When our Lord related the Para- 
ble of the Ten Virgins (Matt. 25: 
1-13), there were certain truths to 
which He gave special emphasis. In 
the first place, He was making it 
clear that among the Kingdom peo- 
ple there would be those who would 
be actively making preparations for 
the day of His appearing, whose 
spiritual qualifications were sum- 
marized by the designation that they 
are “virgins.” However, they would 
be divided into two groups: the 
“wise” and the “foolish.” The de- 
eree of their preparedness was the 
qualifying characteristic and the line 
of demarcation between them was 
on the basis of readiness at the right 
time. The wise were fully equipped 
spiritually and were on time so that 
they were admitted promptly when 
the door to the Marriage Supper was 
opened. The foolish “came atfter-

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terested in evidence which appeared to point to 

supernatural timing in the occurrence of certain 
events in connection with the 1914-1918 war, among 
facts that impressed him were the following: 

The cycles operating were major periods of Bible 
Prophecy. 

The periods had a numerical and astronomical sig- 
nificance. 

Events harmonized with periods and prophecies with 
which they were related. 

The four main periods were: 

2300—Cleansing (Dan. 8: 14) 
1260—Trouble (Dan. 12: 7) 
1290—Desolation (Dan. 12: 11) 
1335—Blessing (Dan. 12: 12) 

It was the late F. M. Lawson (grandson of J. M. 
Neale, the hymn writer) who drew our attention to 
the fact that the Morocco Crisis of July 18-25, 1911, 
gave evidence of being a principal starting-point for 
these periods. ‘This crisis, now almost forgotten, arose 
when Germany suddenly presented France with im- 
possible demands for alleged disturbance of her rights 
in Morocco. The outlook became exceedingly grave, 
but Britain stood by France and Germany climbed 
down. “It seems probable,” said Mr. (now Sir) Win- 
ston Churchill, “that Germany did not mean war then. 
But they meant to test the ground, and, in doing so, 
were prepared to go to the very edge of the precipice.” 

A period of 2300 days, dating from this crisis, ended 
November 3-10, 1917 — the week General Edmund 
Allenby’s forces entered the Holy Land and began 
fighting their way forward to Jerusalem. Daniel’s pro- 
phecy, which doubtless particularly applies to Jeru- 
salem and the Holy Land, says, “Then shall the sanc- 
tuary be cleansed” (Dan. 8: 14). Such a cleansing pro- 
cess, which commenced five weeks later, following the 
surrender of the Holy City, has not yet reached its cul- 
mination. 

In Revelation 11:2 a period of “forty and two 
months” — 1260 days — is given for the Holy City’s 
down-treading to end. Mr. Lawson observed that this 
interval elapsed precisely between the first fatal shot of 
the war (the Assassination of the Austrian Archduke) 
on June 28, 1914, and the surrender of Jerusalem to 
Britain on December 9, 1917. 

As the year 1917 advanced, it was noticed that Allen- 
by’s decisive and lightning victory over the Turks north 
of Jerusalem, September 18-25, 1918, which completely 
freed the Holy Land of the “desolator,” had fallen 
resend twice the desolator period from the Morocco 

risis. 
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Se FORTY YEARS AGO, when the writer became in- 


Britain strove to the utmost to avert World War I. 
When it came, while she had to suffer, it was remark- 
able how again and again circumstances favored her. 
Was it coincidence that victory week, when the Armis- 
tice was signed, should have occurred exactly twice 
1335 days (the number of blessing, victory, peace) 
from the week of the Morocco Crisis?

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It should be explained that while 1290 days equal 
43 prophetic months of 30 days, evidence shows that, 
in the case of major happenings, the solar month is the 
basis, i.e., 1290 days (solar) equal 3 years and 7 months. 
Hence, twice 1290 days (solar) equal 7 years and 2 
months. 

Two other connections should be noticed in passing: 

The week, November 3-10, 1917, which fell 2300 days 
after the Morocco Crisis, also saw the Russian Revolu- 
tion that began a “cleansing” process which likewise 
has not yet ended. 

On March 1, 1918, Russia surrendered to Germany 
at Brest Litovsk. This date fell 1290 days (solar) after 
Germany declared war on Russia — thus both powers 
were early branded with the time-mark of the desolator 
system.

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The above examples are but a fraction of the evi- 
dence recorded. A more complete summary has ap- 
peared in previous publications. 


After the 1918 war we found, rather to our surprise, 
that the same cycles were continuing to operate. For 
example: 

From hostilities commencing in the Balkan War, 
October 6-8, 1912, which war has often been referred 
to as the prelude to World War I, 2300 days ended 
on the day the formation of the League of Nations 
was agreed upon. From hostilities commencing in the 
Great War (World War I), July 28-30, 1914, the same 
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period ended on the day the League of Nations was 
inaugurated at Geneva. 
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(In the Balkan War, fighting broke out between 
Turkish and Bulgarian outposts on October 6-7th; 
Montenegro declared war on October 8, 1912.) 

During the twenty years that followed, the same 
cycles continued to function, and for the most part 
from the same starting-points. 

From the Great War Crisis a continuous chain of 
1260-day periods was charted, the trouble spots at junc- 
tions being chiefly economic, political and financial 
crises. Peace events occurred mainly at 2300 termina- 
tions; while from Jerusalem’s liberation a chain of 1335 
cycles was observed running out. During the peace 
years the 1290 cycle for desolation was nonexistent, 
but it was noticed that the outbreak of the Italo- 
Abyssinian War fell at the sixth termination of this 
period from the start of World War I. 


When, in the summer of 1938, we realized that we 
were nearing the seventh terminal of 1260 days from 
the commencement of the first world war, as “seven” 
is a perfect number and is a recurring factor in the 
prophecies of Revelation, we wondered whether the 
completion of this period would be marked in any spe- 
cial way. 

In the National Message issue of September 7, 1938, 
the connection was shown thus:

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The 1938 Munich Crisis is still a memory for most 
of us. It bore an uncomfortable resemblance to that 
of 1914. The climax was reached on the night of Sep- 
tember 27 when, after broadcasting to the nation a 
message almost amounting to a cry of despair, Cham- 
berlain sat down and wrote “a last word” to Hitler 
which brought appeasement. On August 4, 1914, Eng- 
land’s “last word” — ultimatum — had brought war. 


The “scrap of paper” Chamberlain brought back 
from Munich soon proved valueless. It was a Liverpool 
vicar, the Rev. R. N. Stoddart, M.A., who first noticed 
that World War II had started on the exact termina- 
tion of seven times 1290 days (solar) from the start 
of World War I. 





Grect Great World 
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The bombs hailed down upon Poland and Warsaw, 
its capital, during September 1939, forcing the Poles to 
capitulate within a month. Flushed with victory, Hitler 
summoned the Reichstag, and in a broadcast on Octo- 
ber 6, declared that the Versailles ‘Treaty was extinct, 
and with it, of course, was the League Covenant. Note 
the unfolding pattern:

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Another sixteen years bring us to the genesis of the 
extremely dangerous situation facing us at present. 

The twelfth cycle of 1260 days from the Great War 
Crisis expired November 20-December 26-27, 1955, 
when two important things happened: 

1) A Conference was held at Baghdad on November 
21-22, between Turkey, Persia, Iraq and Britain, to 
consider countering Russia in the Middle East, and to 
provide for the defense of that area. At its conclusion, 
it was stated that “foundations had been laid”; but, 
as someone said, seeing that Egypt and Arab countries 
were not included, this alliance was a “roof covering 
a house divided against itself.” 

2) More sinister was the “good will” visit of Khrush- 
chev and Bulganin to India which then commenced. 
While there, no opportunity was lost by the former 
to hurl abuse at Britain for its “colonialism.” 


“Khrushchev’s mad truculence and abandoned abuse of 
the West during his stay in India is a useful reminder of 
the kind of men in charge of Russia’s rapidly-mounting 
strength. . .. The accusation that Britain, France and Amer- 
ica started World War II sinks to a new depth in malice 
and falsehood.” (Daily Telegraph, Nov. 28, 1955.) 


On December 16th, fifteen NATO Ministers issued 
a communique stating that Russian tactics in the Mid- 
dle East and Asia, coupled with her increased military 
capabilities, had created a new challenge to the free 
world. This campaign of invective died down in late 
December. Doubtless the motive behind it was to pre- 
pare the ground for Soviet Russia’s own expansionist 
plans in that area.

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Scarcely had Britain withdrawn her forces from Suez 
than Shepilov, Soviet Foreign Minister, arrived in 
Cairo for talks with Nasser. Accompanying propaganda 
referred to Russia as “the land which totally repudiates 
colonial expansion.” The Moscow-Cairo Agreement 
was concluded June 22, 1956. 

With twenty-seven advisers and his Foreign Minister, 
Nasser arrived in Belgrade on July 12 for “co-existence” 
talks with Tito. The meeting was surrounded with 
secrecy. Then came America and Britain’s offer of finan- 
cial assistance toward Egypt’s new dam project, which 
Nasser countered with so many stipulations that both 
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offers were withdrawn. On July 26, “by way of retali- 
ation,” Egypt seized the Suez Canal. But, said Lord 
Reading, “The speed with which the intricate legal 
instruments to carry out that purpose were sprung 
upon the world” indicates “they were in cold storage 
awaiting the appropriate moment. ... It may well be 
that this is a further but more flagrant step in a de- 
liberate policy to undermine and destroy by stages our 
whole position in the Middle East.” 

As we know, notes of protest, Three-Power Talks, 
an uncompromising statement, a 23-nations conference, 
and dispatch of military forces to the Mediterranean, 
were all of no avail. 

This 10-day crisis, July 26-August 4-5, 1956, fell 
12 x 1260 days (solar) after the 10 days of acute crisis 
in July and August of 1914:

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During September and October in 1956, Suez and 
the Middle East held first place in the news headlines. 
The whole question came before the Security Council 
of the United Nations early in October, but points 
essential to Britain and France were vetoed by Soviet 
Russia. 

After a speech by Ben-Gurion on October 15, stress- 
ing Israel’s danger as a result of Suez and the Egyptian- 
Czechoslovakian arms deal, events took a graver turn. 
Israel launched an attack against Egypt. An ultimatum 
on October 30 from Britain and France to Egypt and 
Israel to withdraw their forces 10 miles from the Canal 
being rejected by Egypt, British bombers raided the 
Suez area. On November 1, allied navies closed in; on 
the 4th, British and French troops embarked; and on 
the 5th, paratroops landed; but within 12 hours a 
cease-fire was ordered. On the 6th, the cease-fire, it was 
stated, was conditional upon United Nations forces 
taking over. 

In “Month By Month,” Destiny for February 1957, 
A. R. H. observed: 


“The period from October 30th to November 6th, 1956 — 
‘Eight Days Which Shook the World’ — will long be remem- 
bered as having initiated a phase of violent upheaval, cen- 
tering on the Mideast Area, which may well be defined as 
a prelude to Armageddon.” 


Now, as already mentioned, the Balkan War is 
spoken of as the prelude to the first world war. Is it 
not remarkable that this eight-day period of “violent 
upheaval” should have fallen seven times 2300 days 
from the week hostilities commenced in the former: 
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The twelfth cvcle of 1290 days (solar) starting from 
the first w': ! ar commencement, ended June 28- 
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August 4, 1957. Nothing seemed to have happened on 
June 28, but some 14 days later our attention was 
drawn to the following statement in the New York 
Weekly Review of July 7, 1957: 


“The Central Committee assembled in Moscow on June 
22 in secret and apparent short notice. . . . Khrushchev re- 
sponded with a three-hour speech, June 23, attacking Malen- 
kov, Molotov, Kaganovitch and Shepilov. The debate con- 
tinued over several days and reached a climax on June 28 
with a confession by the accused four that they had been 
plotting to oust Khrushchev. The Central Committee voted 
the purge next day.” 


In the July 28 issue of the same Review, Harry S. 
Truman wrote: 


“I think we should watch closely political developments 
in Russia following this last eruption, as this may very well 
be the beginning of an historic trend.” 


Archduke Khrushchev in 
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As the epoch advanced other significant happenings 
occurred. On August 2nd, Mr. Dulles presented pro- 
posals of “startling magnitude” before the United Na- 
tions Disarmament Subcommittee — a scheme to pro- 
vide for “aerial and ground inspection of the whole 
territory of the Soviet Union. . . as well as the whole 
of the United States, Canada,” etc. If such a system 
were installed, it would go far to prevent war, but as 
the Daily Telegraph pointedly observed: 


“If we are not going to get disarmament yet, it is im- 
portant that everyone should understand why not. It is be- 
cause the Russians are not willing to put into their bargain- 
ing pool the weapon in which their political system makes 
them supreme — secrecy.” 


Described as “probably the most significant peace 
move in history,” this supreme effort to prevent a war 
of desolation fell five times the desolator cycle from the 
start of World War II, and twelve times from the start 
of World War I. 
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Toward the end of July 1957 the services of the 
R.A.F. were required to check a tribal rising in Oman. 
Rebel strong points were attacked on the 24th and 
25th, while a stronger show of air power was made 
July 30th and August 1. On August 4, British troops 
moved in and the rebellion collapsed. Meanwhile, 
British aid was needed to check similar trouble that 
flared up in the Yemen. 


In an article published in 1957 (October), it was 
suggested these outbreaks might prove harbingers of 
greater trouble to come. 
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When, on July 14, 1958, King Feisal and all the 
Royal family, as well as Nuri-es-Said, Prime Minister 
of the Arab Union, were brutally murdered; the 
British Embassy at Baghdad sacked; the Iraqi mon- 
archy abolished; and the Arab Iraqi Republic pro- 
claimed — the effect was startling. In a few hours, it 
seemed, the keystone of our Middle Eastern policy had 
been swept away! 

No need to ask who was the real assassin; who plan- 
ned the coup. “The rebels’ prompt message of loyalty 
to the United Arab Republic and Cairo Radio’s swift 
possession of all the news they wanted to broadcast 
both point to Nasser’s connivance,” said the Daily Tele- 
graph — and Nasser is the tool, and often the mouth- 
piece, of Moscow. For from Moscow, a few days later, 
the voice of Nasser proclaimed: “The banner of free- 
dom will be raised in Amman, as it will be in Beirut 
....As we won at Port Said, we shall win everywhere.” 


Reactions were immediate. Upon receiving reports 
that columns of vehicles were crossing into Lebanon, 
United States Marines were landed there on the 15th. 
On the 17th, with news received of a coup d’etat also 
planned to take place in Jordan, British troops, in 
response to an urgent appeal, landed there and, doing 
so, saved, it was said, King Hussein’s life. Said Selwyn 
Lloyd: 


“Unless the answer is found to the technique of a foreign 
power using dissident elements to overthrow a legitimate 
government, the independence of one small state after an- 
other is bound to be destroyed.” 


Khrushchev’s invitation for a Five-Power Summit 
Conference followed. Macmillan announced his will- 
ingness to attend a meeting of the Security Council. 
To this Khrushchev agreed upon certain conditions, 
labelling Britain and America, meanwhile, “aggressors” 
for having dared to land troops in Lebanon and Jor- 
dan. Eisenhower’s reply to Khrushchev, on the 25th, 
was sharp and to the point. 

Was this breath-taking ten days marked in the day- 
periods? It most certainly was. It fell precisely 3 x 2300 
days from the 10-day crisis which brought World War 
II, August 23-September 3, 1939; and as if to confirm 
the Soviets as instigator of the revolt, it occurred just 
that period from the Soviet-Nazi Non-Aggression Pact 
of August 23rd, of which, says Churchill, “the sinister 
news broke upon the world like an explosion.” 
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At this point we had thought of ending the article. 
The further chronological evidence available appeared 
so significant that we deemed it better to await events 
before rushing into print. However, upon reading the 
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August leader in Intelligence Digest, entitled “The 
World Crisis,” we decided to present it. We take the 
liberty of quoting a few extracts from the above article 
which have so impressed us: 


“The Middle East is now at last recognized as the area of 
supreme decision. In this area one of the greatest world 
struggles in recorded history will, in due course, be brought 
to culmination. In this area, East and West will clash; and 
in this area the whole future of the world will be decided 
within the next fairly short period of time. 


“The Western Powers. . . can never permit the Soviet 
Union to dominate the Middle East area. 


“We do not believe that a clash can be averted. We think 
that all plans should be made with that in mind. It is im- 
possible to say how much or how little time there may be 
for such precautions, or just what strategic improvements 
can be made. 

“We exclude any chance of a compromise with Arab ex- 
tremism, because the hand that guides it is that of Soviet 
Russia and not that of Colonel Nasser. Nasser may imagine 
himself to be independent; but the facts show that he is 
not.... 

“Russia will be forced on until victory or defeat. She has 
committed almost her whole historical fate to success in this 


area. 7 . * 


Measured from the major starting-point of these day- 
periods, the crisis which brought hostilities in World 
War I, seven times 2300 days expire July 27-September 
3, 1958. 
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From data given above there is also the following 
striking connection, which, since the League of Na- 
tions, when resurrected, became the United Nations, 
may involve the latter. As to how it will all eventuate, 
we must wait and see: 
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Closer examination, however, reveals three other 
well-defined periods of 6 x 2300 days separating Peace 
and Middle East dates. 

August 23, 1956 — Twenty-two nations met in Lon- 
don to discuss the future of the Suez Canal: 
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The Versailles Peace Conference opened January / 8, 
1919; the formation of the Leagne cf Nations was 
agreed upon January 25, 1919: 
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The Versailles Peace Treaty was signed June 28, 
1919. 

On April 8, 1957, the last obstruction to navigation 
in the Suez Canal was towed clear. On April 9, the 
first ships passed through the Canal since the Anglo- 
French operation: 
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There are prophecies which suggest that prior to 
destruction there will be a cry of “Peace and Safety.” 
Have we had such a cry already? It is interesting to 
observe that August 27, 1958 will be the 30th anni- 
versary of the signing of the Kellogg Pact when the 
nations “renounced war as an instrument of policy.” 

Another, perhaps even more important, 7 x 2300- 
period will expire December 2, 1961-January 7-9, 1962 
from Allenby’s victorious campaign which ended with 
Jerusalem’s liberation, November 3-December 9-11, 
1917. A striking feature of this is that from the 40th 
anniversary of Allenby’s entrance into the Holy City, 
December 11, 1917, 1335 plus 153 days (1335, “bless- 
ing”; 153, “the number of the sons of God”) will end 
January 7, 1962: 
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Two thousand five hundred years ago, the end of 
the age was revealed to the Prophet Daniel as an epoch 
of trouble; the demolition, destruction and removal 


of the debris of a corrupt civilization; followed by the 
setting up on earth of a Divine order — the Kingdom 
of God — which shall never be destroyed. All this was 
symbolically represented to Daniel in his vision of the 
smashing of the Image, the cleansing of the site, and 
in its place the mountain (kingdom) arising that shall 
“stand for ever” (Dan. 2). In His Olivet prophecy, 
Christ confirmed the historicity of Daniel and the 
veracity of his prophecies (Matt. 24: 15). 

For the further identification of this closing epoch, 
Daniel was given four time-marks, representing respec- 
tively the four aspects, Trouble (1260), Desolation 
(1290), Cleansing (2300), and Blessing (1335), forming 
part of this Divine plan for world reformation. Dur- 
ing the past forty years, as shown above, all four of 
these cycles have been observed running out appropri- 
ately from major starting-points to major crises or 
events. This is proof that God is overruling; that His 
plan is working out; and that the time for His King- 
dom to be restored on earth is near!

be required. Believe it or not, something known as 
“the UN Presence” is to take their place. 

Asked at a Press Conference what he meant by the 
term, Mr. Hammarskjold was heard to evince the reply: 


“ ‘Presence’ is a very wide term, difficult to define. It could 
mean anything, from one man up to quite a few. I am not 
unhappy about its vagueness because any close definition 
would limit room for diplomatic maneuver.” 


Anything more nebulous than this fatuous exhibi- 
tion of diplomatic double talk would be hard to con- 
ceive. As a popular form of mumbo-jumbo incantation 
it illustrates the state of both inner chaos and outer 
turmoil into which the nations are being driven as they 
come close to the Great Day of God Almighty. In that 
day the manifestation of the Divine Presence will cause 
the mountains and hills to melt like wax. In that day 
wrongdoers will come face to face with the Lord of 
Heaven and Earth, whose existence they have scorned 
in their arrogance and pride.

ward” and were denied entrance. 
There is no doubt that the wise 
(who are also designated as the 
overcomers and the watchmen) are 
those who have taken the path 
of circumambulation which has 
brought them to a point facing east- 
ward and expectantly looking for 
the Lord’s appearing. They are the 
ones who have kept the instructions 
given through the Prophet Habak- 
— continually in mind (Hab. 2: 
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enter with the Lord into the Mar- 
riage Supper before those who are 
“foolish” become ready, the first 
date (July 8, 1960) would seem to 
indicate when the wise reach the 
time when displacement is overcome 
for them. The second date (Decem- 
ber 10, 1961) when the removal of 
displacement is reached would there- 
fore seem to indicate that the foolish 
will, by that time, have secured suffi- 
cient oil so that they too will have 
become spiritually equipped and

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NEHEMIAH AND THE MONEYCHANGERS 


By C. R. Dickey 
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ERTAIN CHAPTERS in the Old 
Testament give amazing de- 
scriptions of conditions which 

exist at the present time. Yet there 
are people who insist that it is an 
outmoded book wholly irrelevant to 
our modern age. One such chapter, 
bearing a special relation to the eco- 
nomic conditions of today, is the 
fifth chapter of Nehemiah. The first 
five verses of this chapter sound like 
the financial report of distressed 
citizens, millions of them, in this in- 
solvent land of vaunted prosperity. 
They read as follows: 


“And there was a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against their 
brethren the Jews. For there were that 
said, We, our sons, and our daughters, 
are many: therefore we take up corn 
for them, that we may eat, and live. 
Some also there were that said, We have 
mortgaged our lands, vineyards, and 
houses, that we might buy corn, because 
of the dearth. There were also that said, 
We have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that upon our lands and 
vineyards. Yet now our flesh is as the 
flesh of our brethren, our children as 
their children: and, lo, we bring into 
bondage our sons and our daughters to 
be servants, and some of our daughters 
are brought unto bondage already: 
neither is it in our power to redeem 
them; for other men have our lands and 
vineyards.” 


Here we have in this ancient doc- 
ument a graphic description of con- 
ditions which many men and women 
in English-speaking nations are fac- 
ing now, in the year of our Lord, 
1958. But as yet we have no Nehe- 
miah among the authorities to de- 
liver us from economic bondage. 
Unfortunate, indeed, is the land 
whose officials become the enemies 
and oppressors of the people who 
elect them and trust them with the 
reins of government. 

When Nehemiah realized the 
plight of the people under his juris- 
diction, he moved swiftly to correct 
the abuses. “And I was very angry 
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when I heard their cry and these 
words,” he said. ““Then I consulted 
with myself, and I rebuked the 
nobles, and the rulers, and said unto 
them, Ye exact usury, every one of 
his brother. And I set a great assem- 
bly against them. . . . Also I said, 
It is not good that ye do: ought ye 
not to walk in the fear of our God 
because of the reproach of the 
heathen our enemies? I likewise, and 
my brethren and my servants, might 
exact of them money and corn: I 
pray you, let us leave off this usury. 
Restore, I pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, 
also the hundredth part of the 
money, and of the corn, the wine, 
and the oil, that ye exact of them.” 


Nehemiah’s righteous indignation 
was so compelling that it moved the 
fraudulent manipulators to instan- 
taneous compliance with his sweep- 
ing demands. “We will restore 
them,” they said, “and will require 
nothing of them; so will we do as 
thou sayest.” Then Nehemiah called 
the priests and made them take an 
oath that they would do according 
to this promise. Thus he not only 
abolished the confiscatory racket of 
the moneychangers, but commanded 
them to operate henceforth on the 
just principles of Biblical law. 


There are many pages of the 
Bible on which the sins of covetous- 
ness and oppression are linked to- 
gether and denounced vehemently. 
Isaiah, in his fifth chapter, repre- 
sents the Lord of Hosts looking for 
judgment, “but behold oppression; 
for righteousness, but behold a cry.” 
Then he adds: “Woe unto them 
that join house to house, that lay 
field to field, till there be no place, 
that they may be placed alone in the 
midst of the earth! In mine ears said 
the Lord of hosts, of a truth many 
houses shall be desolate, even great 
and fair, without inhabitant” (Isa. 
5: 8-9). 


Micah utters a woe against those 
who devise iniquity. “They covet 
fields,” he says, “and take them by 
violence; and houses, and take them 
away: so they oppress a man and his 
house, even a man and his heritage” 
(Micah 2: 1-2). 

Ezekiel records a scathing denun- 
ciation of money manipulators in 
which the leaders of both Church 
and State are held guilty and re. 
sponsible in the sight of God. By 
all means read chapter 22, and note 
the many heinous sins charged 
against Israel’s unworthy leaders, 
all within the short space of thirty- 
one verses. We quote a few passages, 
beginning with verse 23: 


“And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, . . . There is a con- 
spiracy of her prophets in the midst 
thereof, like a roaring lion ravening the 
prey; they have devoured souls; they 
have taken the treasure and precious 
things; they have made her many 
widows in the midst thereof. Her priests 
have violated my law, and have pro- 
faned mine holy things: they have put 
no difference between the holy and pro- 
fane, neither have they shewed differ- 
ence between the unclean and _ the 
clean... . 


“Her princes in the midst thereof are 
like wolves ravening the prey, to shed 
blood, and to destroy souls, to get dis- 
honest gain. And her prophets have 
daubed them with untempered morter, 
seeing vanity, and divining lies unto 
them, saying, Thus saith the Lord God, 
when the Lord hath not spoken. The 
people of the land have used oppres- 
sion, and exercised robbery, and have 
vexed the poor and needy: . . . And I 
sought for a man among them, that 
should make up the hedge, and stand 
in the gap before me for the land, that 
I should not destroy it: but I found 
none.” 


Such harshness of judgment, some 
say, is found only in the Old Testa- 
ment, and has no place in the Chris- 
tian Age. The New Testament 1s 4 
Gospel of love, they contend, in 
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which retribution is banished by 
compassion. But what did Jesus the 
Christ say and do about the in- 
justices of His own time? It is writ- 
ten in Matthew 21: 12-13: 


“And Jesus went into the temple of 
God, and cast out all them that sold 
and bought in the temple, and over- 
threw the tables of the moneychangers, 
and the seats of them that sold doves, 
and said unto them, It is written, My 
house shall be called the house of 
prayer; but ye have made it a den of 
thieves.” 


Mark adds to Matthew’s descrip- 
tion of this scene, “And the scribes 
and chief priests heard it, and 
sought how they might destroy 
him.” This incident is recorded also 
in John 2: 13-17. 

Then, in Matthew 23, Jesus said 
of the Jewish leaders: 


“For they bind heavy burdens and 
grievous to be borne, and lay them on 
men’s shoulders; but they themselves 
will not move them with one of their 
fingers. . . . Woe unto you. . . hypo- 
crites! for ye devour widows’ houses, 
and for a pretence make long prayer: 
therefore ye shall receive the greater 
damnation. . . . Woe unto you. . . for 
ye make clean the outside of the cup 
and of the platter, but within they are 
full of extortion and excess. . . . Behold, 
your house is left unto you desolate.” 


Observe that the people in Nehe- 
miah’s day blamed certain renegade 
Jews for their deplorable economic 
condition. It will help in appraising 
the situation if one remembers that 
these people of Judah’s former king- 
dom had been in Babylon for seven- 
ty years prior to the return of about 
fifty thousand in the days of Zerub- 
babel and Ezra. It is not surprising 
that some of them had been influ- 
enced by the customs and business 
methods of Babylon. Indeed many 
had imbibed the Babylonian prin- 
ciples of Mammon in preference to 
the economic laws which God had 
given to Israel. Mercenary Jews had 
found them to be exceedingly profit- 
able, and it was these alien practices 
which had so angered Nehemiah 
when he learned how they were en- 
slaving industrious citizens who 
were once prosperous. 

By the time our Lord began His 
ministry unprincipled Jews had so 
entrenched themselves in power that 
they dared to use the temple as 
headquarters for their thievery. 
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Jesus reproved them in a parable 
when He said: 


“If therefore ye have not been faith- 
ful in the unrighteous mammon, who 
will commit to your trust the true 
riches? . . . No servant can serve two 
masters: ... Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon.” (Luke 16:11, 13.) 


Jesus said to the Jews who dogged 
His steps with hatred in their 
hearts: 


“Ye neither know me, nor my Father: 
if ye had known me, ye should have 
known my Father also. . . . If God were 
your Father, ye would love me: .. . Ye 
are of your father the devil, and the 
lusts of your father ye will do.” (John 
8: 19, 42, 44.) 


Despite the calamities that every- 
where attended the Jews in the 
centuries following Christ’s Ascen- 
sion, they managed to carry on the 
traditions of the Babylonian Tal- 
mud. Give these servers of mammon 
a toe hold in any nation and they 
soon begin to take over the control 
of its money; after that comes con- 
trol and corruption in government, 
education, medicine, literature, art, 
religion — in fact, every phase of 
life, especially if it is a Christian 
society. Let us see in a brief review 
how this was done in the United 
States. 

Article I, Section 8, Part 5, of the 
Constitution reads: 


“The Congress shall have power: to 
coin money, regulate the value thereof, 
and of foreign coin. ...” 


The wise framers of the Consti- 
tution knew the danger of allowing 
the control of America’s money sys- 
tem to fall into the hands of a few 
scheming international moneychang- 
ers. They knew also the basis of a 
scientific and honest monetary sys- 
tem, and accordingly decreed that 
Congress only shall coin and regu- 
late the value of the nation’s money. 
Under the Constitution, Congress 
has no right whatever to delegate 
this authority to private individuals. 

The first violation of the new 
Constitution was effected in 1791, 
when the so-called “Bank of the 
United States” was given a forty- 
year charter. It was merely another 
in the chain of Banks — “of Eng- 
land,” “of France,” “of Italy” — all 
privately owned by Internationalists, 
who had usurped the sovereign right 


of issuing and regulating the value 
of money. The key man in this deal 
was Alexander Hamilton, who had 
conveniently dropped his father’s 
name, “Levine,” and adopted his 
mother’s maiden name. Although 
Hamilton was discharged later and 
his “Bank of the United States” was 
closed when its charter expired, the 
illegal process of using debt for legal 
tender was propagated and strength- 
ened by his shrewd successors. 

The next major move was the 
National Banking Act of 1863, 
which was passed against the advice 
of Lincoln. At that time President 
Lincoln was explaining to the peo- 
ple that ‘“nonconvertible paper 
money created on the authority of 
the United States Government was 
the only kind of currency that 
should be allowed.” His attempt to 
issue constitutional money was vio- 
lently opposed by the “Bullion 
Brokers’; but he continued to de- 
mand honest money until his voice 
was silenced. 

In 1872, Horace Greeley wrote 
concerning his opinion of the Na- 
tional Bank Act: 


“While boasting of our noble deeds, 
we are careful to conceal the ugly fact 
that by our iniquitous money system 
we have nationalized a system of op- 
pression which, though more refined, is 
not less cruel than the old system of 
chattel slavery.” 


It was in the early years of the 
twentieth century that Jewish bank- 
ers stealthily moved in on us for the 
final round of conquest. This golden 
era of international banking chican- 
ery is linked with the emigration of 
the Warburg banking clan from 
Hamburg, Germany to New York. 
It consisted of the brothers, Felix M. 
and Paul M., who became members 
of the New York banking firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company. Another 
brother, Max M. Warburg, remained 
in Hamburg to help guide the eco- 
nomic downfall of Germany. A 
younger member of the clan is James 
P., son of Paul M., who has gener- 
ously shared his opinions and “ad- 
vice” with the public through his 
lectures and books. From this con- 
centration of moneychangers there 
emerged, from 1913 to 1916, The 
“Federal” Reserve Act, The “Fed- 
eral” Reserve System, and the 16th 
Amendment — the abominable, un- 
American progressive Income Tax. 
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All informed citizens know by 
now that the misnamed Federal 
Reserve Banks are not “govern- 
ment” banks in any sense of the 
word; they are privately owned 
banks, clandestinely controlled by 
money manipulators who use the re- 
sources of the nation to achieve their 
own destructive ends. There are no 
independent banks in this country 
today such as we have known in the 
past. The old-fashioned bank, per- 
sonally owned and operated, is now 
only a memory. 


Gertrude M. Coogan says in her 
book, Money Creators: 


“Our people were not told that the 
New Federal Reserve System was 
modeled upon the system exemplified 
by the Rothschild European Central 
Banks with their misleading names... . 
The stock of the Federal Reserve Banks 
is not owned by the Government of the 
United States. It is owned by private 
banks exclusively. They do not pay one 
cent for the use of the great privilege 
of lending to the United States the na- 
tion’s own credit. Instead the nation 
pays them. . . . They use the nation’s 
credit free, but the nation itself is pay- 
ing interest on it every day it is out- 
standing. Under the present Federal 
Reserve Laws the people can expand 
their currency only by going deeper 
into debt and paying more interest.” 


Add to the preceding roster of 
Internationalists the Morganthau- 
Baruch-Frankfurter combine and 
you will find she source, if not the 
secret purpose, of such enigmatic 
schemes as the 1934 Gold Bill, the 
Export-Import Bank, the Bretton 
Woods Conference, Dumbarton 
Oaks, and other such plans to per- 
fect a World Bank and a socialized 
One World. Disaster beyond imagin- 
ation lies in that direction. World 
Government, as the International- 
ists plan it, means World Dictator- 
ship with the kings of finance on the 
throne, ruling humanity with un- 
speakable ruthlessness. 


Supreme Court Justice, Felix 
Frankfurter, an Austrian-born Jew, 
is quoted as saying: “The real rulers 
of a nation are undiscoverable.” 
This sinister statement is only partly 
true. As we said in an article writ- 
ten for this magazine nine years 
ago: 


“Any wide-awake person can discover 
a lot of things when he learns how to 
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apply the pattern to events and indi- 
viduals in the contemporary scene. Only 
an informed public can remove the veil 
of secrecy from the money question.” 
(From Destiny, October 1949, p. 351.*) 


Frederick Soddy has wisely writ- 
ten in his book, Wealth, Virtual 
Wealth and Debt: 


“Democracy so far has but seized the 
shadow and has yet to grasp the sub- 
stance of sovereignty. Its first step must 
be to end the conspiracy of silence in 
its organs of publicity and instruction 
concerning the one power of govern- 
ment which underlies and controls all 
effective political action, and to insist 
upon its monetary system being as pub- 
lic and open to criticism and conscious 
alteration as its political system.” 


The next step is to do something 
about it. The moneychangers must 
again be driven out of the temple. 
It is hazardous business, but it can 
be done. Jesus Himself set the ex- 
ample. It takes courage and drastic 
action. When Nehemiah, the angry 
governor, spoke with authority, and 
with no hint of fear or appeasement, 
the Jews knew he meant business 
and capitulated in a hurry. Greedy 
money-grabbers will ride roughshod 
over their victims when they have 
the advantage, but they are cowards 
at heart, and fear nothing so much 
as exposure of their evil deeds. ‘The 
advice of James is especially timely: 
“Resist the devil, and he will flee 
from you.” 


While it must be conceded gen- 
erally that certain Jews are ring- 
leaders in a conspiracy aimed at 
world rule through control of the 
money and resources of all nations, 
it is true also that they find many 
willing helpers among non-Jews, 
some of whom even profess to be 
Christians. To all such men — both 
Jew and non-Jew — James the 
Apostle speaks with authority in the 
fifth chapter of his Epistle: 


“Go to now, ye rich men, weep and 
howl for your miseries that shall come 
upon you. Your riches are corrupted, 
and your garments are motheaten. Your 
gold and silver is cankered; and the 
rust of them shall be a witness against 
you, and shall eat your flesh as it were 
fire. Ye have heaped treasure together 
for the last days. Behold, the hire of the

labourers who have reaped down your 
fields, which is of you kept back by 
fraud, crieth: and the cries of them 
which have reaped are entered into the 
ears of the Lord of sabaoth.” (James

In conclusion, it seems peculiarly 
fitting to quote the following state. 
ments from Revelation 18: 

“Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, 
and is become the habitation of devils 
. . . » And the merchants of the earth 
shall weep and mourn over her; for no 
man buyeth their merchandise any 
more:. . . And a mighty angel took up 
a stone like a great millstone, and cast 
it into the sea, saying, Thus with vio- 
lence shall that great city Babylon be 
thrown down, and shall be found no 
more at all.” (Rev. 18: 2, 11, 21.) 


With this striking figure of speech 
the writer portrays the dramatic end 
of the Babylonian mammon of un- 
righteousnes — and “the blasphemy 
of them which say they are Jews, 
and are not, but are the synagogue 
of Satan.”

turn wholeheartedly to Jehovah, the 
God of Israel, so that they may be 
delivered from all their enemies. 
The Kingdom itself will arrive at 
the time of the removal of displace- 
ment by September 3, 1968. This 
does not preclude the fact that 
August 5, 1964 is the date of the 
junction of the rulers with the King- 
dom, in the governance of which 
they will be associated with Jesus 
Christ, who is King of kings and 
Lord of lords.

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mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,”’ 
‘‘Judah”’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: *“The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.”’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times. 

It is natural that, in the presentation of facts at 
first thought so startling, the immediate effect of pro- 
claiming these new (yet not new) truths will bring 
opposition from some quarters where past beliefs are 
upset. But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their 
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assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless. 

God is not a man that He should lie and He gave 
His promise that Israel (He did not say Judah) would 
never cease to be a nation before Him. He gave the 
continuity of the heavenly signs as a guarantee of this 
(Jer. 31: 35-36). The Jewish Chronicle says, ‘Find this 
people’’ and Destiny points to the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples in whose history the prophecies of the 
Scriptures pertaining to the House of Israel are all 
being fulfilled today. 

Sometimes the objection is raised that, because we 
stress the Gospel of the Kingdom, we have failed to 
recognize the part personal salvation plays in the re- 
demptive plans of God. While Destiny Magazine does 
give specific attention to the Kingdom evangel, this is 
by no means an indication that the Gospel of Salva- 
tion is relegated to a lesser position.
